Holland, relative to the conference to he held in that city June 15 to 17, 
inclusive, 1950, retarding the terror oion of "counterfeit currency, and the 
annual conference of the ' ICFC from June 19 to HP, This agency advised lliat 
the Minister of Porcini Affaire in The Hague, on behalf of the Netherlands 
Government, under tlaio of January 31, 1950, instructed itn representative in 
the United. States to reoucet the cormotcnt authorities to send representatives 
of the po?ico and of the currency issuing agency to both of thecn cor.feronccB,

The Bureau recently received a form letter 
communicati on from Hr. L. Dicloux, General Secretary , 

Inter national Criminal Police Commissi on, along with the 
draft of a proposcd-article pertaining' tb the crime prob- 
lem in 1,03 Angeles for publication in the International 
Criminal Police Review, in which Ducloux requested advice 
c o to the accuracy of the alleged facts and the advisability 
of publishing it . 




The Bureau by letter dated April 3, 1950 , instructed 
the Legal Attache, Paris , to contact Hr. Ducloux, and tactfully 
explain to him Jiat the FBI could not, on account of the nature 
of the material, either vouch for the accuracy of the facts or 
make recommendations as to pr> \licati or.. The Legal Attache u>ci 3 
told to advise Dicloux of the jurisdiction of the FBI anci our in- 
ability to be of assistance in matters of thi3 nature . 


By cablegram dated April 14, 1950, the Legal Attache, 
Paris, stated that the Bureau f 3 position was tactfully explained 
to Ducloux but that the latter still desired to publish the Los 
Angeles crime story . Ducloux requested that the FBI authorise 
him to communi cate directly with the Chief of Police , Los Angeles, 
in order to check facts in the story. The Legal Attache requested 
o reply by cable . 


P.ECOWIE IDA TIOUz 


It is recommended that the Legal Attache, Paris, 
tell Hr. Ducloux that the Bureau has no objecti on if he desires 
to contact the Chief of Police , Los Angeles, directly . The 
Legal Aztuche, however, should tactfully explain that this in- 
cident vjas merely a sirglc exception to the accepted relation- 
ship whereby the FBI handles his contacts in the United States.

Doeo Los Angeles bid fair to become a second 
Chicago as a consequence of gangster activities? The 
authorities in California, from Govenor RAilL 'AARMN to 
the Payor of this active city, L. A. FILTChEJt BO'.VRON 
to the sheriff, EUGENE BISCAIEUZ, challenge the actual 
existence of this threat and announce that they have 
resolved, at all events, to ward it off by every meuno 
in their power. 

Statistics, as a whole, Justify their opti- 
mism. Crimes and serious offenses, for the entire area 
of Greater los Angeles, decreased in 1948/49 by 2 q£. The 
number of murders have dropped from 30 to £ 4 , fatal wounds 
from 6 to 1 case. 

Figures, on the other hand, stress a renewed 
and extremely alarming outbreak in juvenile delinquency, 
which has increased by 96.52* It is fair to asnunc that 
it is a question of minor offenses. 

However, young people appear to be directly * 
menaced by gangsterism. Gang leaders are manifesting a 
very intense seal in the enlistment of young recruits, 
and it has been confirmed that too many new arrivals have 
come to the Pacific Coast In order to devote themselves, 
on behalf of groups of malefactors, to the recruitment of 
unreliable young people or those already seduced by the 
"glory" of Rowdy life. 

Police Headquarters in Los Angeles possess an 
extensive collection of synoptic files, electrically classi- 
fied. The same supervisor, assisted by thirty-two women 
clerks, has had charge. of these files for 26 years. 

If there should be any need to stress the useful- 
ness of such a system of classification, it would suffico 
to cite the following example: 
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D’ll'i lig the space of three months, 28 cases of 
housebreaking occurred in lx>3 Angeles, all of which, 
presented the sane characteristic clues;- the perpetrator 
had made use of lighted matches rath or than a flashlight, 
and in each case, articles of food had been stolen. 

Searches made by means of sorting machines based 
on thd mentioned modus operand!, permitted suspicion to be 
concentrated on three individuals. Since two of them 
happened to be in Jail at the time, police officers called 
at the home of the third, a certain JOSEPH C.... who firkilly 
confessed that he was indeed guilty of these cases of house- 
breaking.

It is rcconcnendcd that the writer bo doaignatod to 
represent the Director at the ICPC Conferences in June.
